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MARSHAL  OF  U  fc  COURT:  The  International 
Military  Tribunal  for  the  Far  East  is  now  in  session. 

THE  PRESIDENT :  All  the  accused  are  present 
except  OKAV'A  and  HIRANUMA,  who  are  represented  by 
their  respective  counsel. 

We  have  a  certificate  from  the  medical 
superintendent  of  Sugamo  Prison  to  the  effect  that 
HIRANUMA  is  ill  and  unable  to  attend  the  trial  today. 
The  certificate  is  recorded  and  will  be  filed.

MR.  LOGAN:  If  the  Tribunal  please,  in 
addition  to  the  arguments  submitted  yesterday,  I 
wish  to  point  out  further  that  there  is  contained 
within  this  document  1628  summaries  of  statements

made  by  a  prisoner,  and  the  translation  service  even 
goes  so  far  as  to  evaluate  the  information  which  the 
prisoner  gave.  On  page  1  of  the  document  there  is 
contained  a  summary  and  conclusions,  and  also  on 
page  51,  your  Honors  will  note  right  in  the  inception 
of  that  page,  under  the  heading  of  "Conclusions,"  a 
statement  to  this  effect: 

"The  Imperial  Japanese  Government  had 
positively  committed  itself  to  the  waging  of  war 
against  the  United  States  of  America,  Great  Britain, 
and  the  Netherlands  by  the  end  of  October,  1941. "

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That  conclusion  is  based  purely  on  certain 
information  contained  in  the  document,  and  it  is  a 
decision  on  an  issue  which  is  seriously  and  vigorously 
contested  by  these  defendants.  rhile  the  introduction 
of  this  document  may  be  a  convenient  method  for  the 
prosecution  to  prove  its  case,  we  do  not  believe  that 
convenience  should  be  considered  in  a  case  of  this 
type;  and  we  strongly  urge  the  Tribunal  to  reject 
this  report,  particularly  on  the  ground  that  it  is 
issued  by  the  reviewing  authority  in  this  case. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  ’"ell,  the  Tribunal  will  not 
regard  this  report  as  providing  a  short  cut  for  its 
verdicts.  We  will  not  accept  any  conclusions  in 
that  report  except  in  so  far  as  they  are  conclusions 
on  matters  requiring  expert  knowledge  and  are  given 
by  experts.  We  understand  that  in  no  part  of  the 
report  is  there  any  attempt  to  decide  any  issue, 
however,  I  will  ask  my  colleagues  whether  they  think 
it  should  be  admitted.  I  have  not  discussed  it  with 
them  individually  yet. 

.  The  position  is  summed  up  in  a  note  I  have 
received  from  a  colleague.  V'e  will  admit  it  for 
its  factual  contents,  and  not  for  its  comments  or 
conclusions, which  will  be  ignored.

"1.  INTRODUCTION. 


"a.  General. 

"Japanese  preparations  for  the  ’V.'ar  for 
Greater  East  Asia1  far  antedate  the  actual  outbreak 
of  hostilities  on  8  December  1941.  Available  : 
references 

MR.  LOGAN :  In  accordance  with  your  Honor's 
ruling  just  now,  I  submit  that  is  a  conclusion. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  think  to  present  the 
position  intelligibly,  it  may  be  necessary  even  to 
touch  upon  conclusions,  assuming  it  be  one  —  I  am 
not  quite  sure.  Bv  the  Tribunal,  of  course,  will 
disregard  anything  in  the  nature  of  conclusions. 

Wedged  in  among  the  conclusions  there  may 
be,  of  course,  statements  of  fact  which  we  would 
admit.  I  think  you  had  better  proceed  os  you  in¬ 
tended,  Mr,  English. 
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MR.  ENGLISH  (Reeding  continued):  "Available 
references  documenting  these  preparations  are  cs  yet 
fragmentary,  especially  in  respect  to  specialized 
training  operations  in  tropical  warfare  reputed  to 
have  taken  place  throughout  the  summer  and  fell  of 
1941.  As  the  date  of  the  opening  of  hostilities  is 
approached,  however,  pertinent  references  grow  more 
plentiful,  until  for  the  month  of  November  1941  it  is 
possible  to  piece  together  a  fairly  comprehensive 
picture  of  Japanese  military  preparations.  The  main 
aspects  of  these  preparations  which  have  been  es¬ 
tablished  to  date  (1  January  1945)  are  as  follows:"

"b.  Organization  of  Material. 

"The  evidence  upon  which  the  foregoing 
summary  is  based  is  set  forth  in  full  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  paragraphs.  References  have  been  arranged 
chronologically  in  accordance  with  the  date  of  the 
most  significant  entry  contained  in  the  diary  or 
other  captured  document  under  examination. 

"In  order  further  to  clarify  the  sequence 
of  Japanese  military  preparations,  a  table  setting 
forth  a  day  by  day  breakdown  of  significant  activities 
for  the  period  10  October  --  7  December,  1941  has 
been  included  as  Appendix  A. "

"10  OCTOBER  1941 

i'e.  Preparation  for  Lrnding  Operations 

A  'Report  on  Conditions'  issued  by  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Colonel  RYUTO,  Commanding  Officer  of  42 
Anchorage  Group,  acted  15  June  1942,  states  that-. 

"'Record  of  General  Situation  since  Mobi¬ 
lization. 

"'The  mobilization  order  was  issued  on 
12  September  1941.  Organization  from  the  Hiroshima 
western  District  Ho  2  Force  was  completed  by  17 
September.  We  left  UJINA  on  29  September,  sailing 
to  OSAKA  .-here  40  Sea.  Duty  Company  was  attached  to 
US.  We  left  OSAKA  on  1  October  and  reached  our 
destination  at  PALAU  on  10  October  where  we  estab¬ 
lished  an  anchorage  headquarters.  Then  we  made 
preparations  for  the  landing  operations  which  were 
to  accompany  the  War  for  Greater  East  Asia.1

Tho  frontispiece-  consists  of  t  mrp  of  SOUTH  CHINA, 
FRENCH  INDO -CHINA,  THAILi.ND,  BURMA,  the  FLDLRi.TED 
MALAY  Strtes,  the  NETH1.RLAND  EAST  INDIES,  rnd  r 
snail  section  of  the  Northwest  Austrrlirn  Coast. 

The  drte  of  publication  of  the  prmphlet  is  not 
definitely  known.  A  captured  copy,  however ,  is 
strmped  by  55  Division  Infrntry  Group  rs  having 
been  received  on  10  November  1941  (Elements  of 
55  Division  figured  prominently  in  the  rttrek  on 
GUAM  rnd  in  the  BURMA  Campaign  during  December  1941.) 
Furthermore,  its  length  rnd  the  nature  of  the  con¬ 
tents  rre  such  rs  to  indierte  originrl  preparation 
as  a  date  considerably  prior  to  this.  Pertinent

being  oppressed  by  three  hvnred  thousand  white  men.

JAPAN  rlone,  but  with  the  support  rnd  threrts  of 
ENGLAND  rnd  AMERICA  they  rre  showing  hostility  to 
JAPAN.  The  lrck  of  oil  rnd  iron  is  JAPAN'S  werk 
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point,  but  lrck  of  rubber,  tin  rnd  tungsten  is  the 
meekest  point  of  AMERICA.  AMERICA'S  chief  sources 
of  suuply  of  those  is  from  the  SOUTH  SEAS  rnd 
Southern  CHINA .  If  these  could  be  stopped,  it 
not  only  would  enrblc  JAPAN  to  obtrin  the  much- 
wrnted  oil  end  tin  but  it  would  stick  r  knife  into 
AMERICA'S  sorest  spot.  The  essence  of  AMERICA'S 
opposition  to  JAPVN's  southwrrd  rdvrnce  lies  here.

'"Brnrnrs  rnd  winc.rpplcs  rrc-  plentiful 
rll  the  yerr  round;  rt  the  srmc  time  trouble some 
nrlrrir-mosquitoes  rrc-  everywhere.

The  SHOV/A  Restorrtion, 
by  complying  with  the  Impcrirl  Will  for  the  perce 
of  the  Orient,  must  rescue  Asietics  from  disputes 
rmongth  themselves  rnd  the  invrsion  of  the  white 
rrcc  rnd  return  ASIA  to  the  Asiatic-.

" ’Understrnding  this  v/rr  rs  one  between 
rrces,  we  must  enforce  our  just  demrnds  on  the 
Eurorerns,  excluding  C-rrmrns  rnd  Itrlirns,  ,-,ithout 
extenurtion. 

"'(3)  Is  the  enemy  stronger  then  the. 


Chinese 
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’•Comparing  the  enemy  with  the  Chinese  Army, 
since  the  officers  are  Europeans  and  noncommissioned 
officers  for  the  greater  part  natives,  the  spiritual 
unity  throughout  the  army  is  zero.  It  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  the  number  of  airplanes,  tanks  and  guns 
are  far  superior  to  those  of  the  Chinese  Army.  How- 
ever,  not  only  are  these  of  old  tynes  but  their  users 
are  weak  soldiers  so  they  are  not  of  much  use.  Con¬ 
sequently  night  attack  is  what  the  enemy  fears  most. 

"(•')  v/e  must  be  prepared  for  the  war  to 
be  a  prolonged  affair  and  proceed  with  every  prepara¬ 
tion  for  a  drav/Ti  out  conflict. 

’•7/ hat  course  will  the  war  follow? 

'•long  voyage  followed  by  landing  operations. 
"All  fields  of  operations  are  in  the  SOUTH 
SEAS  ever  a  thousand  miles  from  FORMOSA.  Some  places 
take  a  week  to  ten  days  to  reach.  This  wide  sea  is 
crossed  by  convoys  of  several  hundred  warships  and 
merchantmen.  Looking  back,  our  ancestors  conquered 
this  rough  sea  and  carried  on  trade  and  fought  with 
wooden  sailing  slips  hundreds  of  years  a?o.  After  sev¬ 
eral  days  iourney  in  the  confines  of  shipboard,  enemy 
resistance  on  the  scores  must,  be  overcome  and  landings 
enforced. 

"  JVhat  to  do  aboard  ship:  " 
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“The  most  important  thing  in  landing  op¬ 
erations  is  the  maintenance  of  secrecy.  If  the  enemy 
gets  to  know  in  advance  where  we  plan  to  land,  it  will 
bo  very  difficult. 

“There  are  many  instances  where  a  simple 
thing  written  in  a  letter  has  been  the  cause  of  the 
defeat  of  a  whole  army,  or  where  a  word  dropped  over 
a  glass  of  wine  in  a  cafe  just  before  departure  has 
been  the  cause  of  secrets  coming  to  the  ears  of  spies. 

“  Remember  how  the  47  ROITIN  kept  their  secret 
through  such  trials  until  they  had  avenged  their  Lord; 
encourage  one  another  to  do  likewise. 

»  There  is  a  timely  story  of  a  soldier  at¬ 
tached  to  a  certain  unit,  who,  landed  in  Southern 


CHINA  during  the  present  Incident,  wrote  a  letter  and 
dropped  it  in  the  sea,  sealed  in  a  bottle.  The 
letter  was  carried  by  the  tide  to  the  coast  of  KOREA.

Supposing  the  letter  had  reached  VLADIVOSTOK — what 
would  have  been  the  consequence?  Often  a  clue  is 
caught  by  aircraft  and  submarines  which  are  at  sea  to 
find  out  the  movements  of  our  transport  ships.  Care 
must  be  observed  in  the  disposal  of  dirt  and  rubbish. 


"  (1)  Squalls,  mist  and  night  are  over  all 
"Europeans  are  dandies,  and  delicate  and 


cowardly.  Therefore,  rain,  mist  and  night  attacks 
are  the  things  they  detest  moot.  They  consider  ni-ht 
suitable  only  for  dances  but  not  for  fighting — we 
must  take  ad van tare  of  this. 

11  (2)  Unlike  the  Chinese  soldiers,  our  nres 
ent  enemy  may  use  fas.  If  you  cast  aside  your  gas 
mask  because  of  the  torment  of  wearing  it  in  the 
heat,  the  consequence  may  be  serious. 

»»  Action  in  particular  zones: 

"  Action  in  svramps  and  paddy-fields: 

"F^FPCK  IND0-CHI?TA  and  THAILAND  are,  no''t 
to  JAPAN,  the  chief  rice-producing  countries,  and 
there  are  paddy-fields  everywhere  and  lar^o  swamns 
here  and  there.  VThen  passinp  through  these  places, 
each  soldier  must  use  snow  shoes  (made  of  straw  and 
sticks) . 

"  fhe  present  war  is  a  war  with  JAPAN 1 s 
rise  or  fall  at  stake.  YJhat  is  at  the  bottom  of 
A1  ERICA'S  action  of  gradual1 y  prohibiting  the  export 
of  oil  and  iron  to  JAPAN ,  as  if  to  strangle  her  slow¬ 
ly  by  *  silk-wool1?  If  they  stopped  the  export  at 
once,  JAPAN,  in  her  desperation,  might  march  into 
the  south.  If  the  export  of  the  rubber  and  tin  of 
the  south  are  checked  by  JAPAN,  AIX^ICA's  own  suffer¬ 
ings  will  be  far  greater  than  those  of  JA'AN,  who  is

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harrassed  fcr  want  of  oil  and  ore.  It  has  heen  the 


policy  of  AURIC  A  up  to  now  not  to  anger  J  A '  AN , 
though  weakening  her. 

»  JAPAN  has  waited  too  lonp — if  JAPAN  is 
patient  any  longer  our  aircraft,  warships  and  motor 
cars  '.’ill  not  move.  Five  years  have  passed  since  the 
beginning  of  the  CHINA  Incident.  Over  1,000,000  com¬ 
rades  have  exposed  their  bones  on  the  continent. 

The  arms  of  CKIANG  KAI-SPTK,  who  killed  these  comrades 


were  sold  mostly  by  ENGLAND  and  AT  ERICA.  Both  ENGLAND 
and  AIEFICA  are  prejudiced  arainst  the  solidarity  of 
the  Oriental  races  as  something  that  stands  in  the 
way  of  their  making  the  Orient  their  permanent  colo¬ 
nies  and  are  concentrating  every  effort  on  letting 
JAPAN  and  CT’irA  fight.  Our  nlUes,  rOIANY  and  ImAT.Y, 
are  continuin’  a  battle  of  death  in  EUROPE  against 


ENGLAND,  A! ERICA  and  SOVIET-RUS~IA.  A!  ERICA  is  al 


ready  assisting  ENGLAND  and  is  essentially  particip¬ 
ating  in  the  war.  For  the  existence  of  JAPAN  herself 
and  her  obligation  to  the  three-country  alliance,  not 
a  minute  longer  must  be  endured.  JAPAN  is  confronted 
with  a  preat  mission,  bravely  to  put  the  last  finish-

ing  blow  as  representatives  of  the  Oriental  race  to 
their  invasion  of  several  hundred  "ears.  Our  incom¬ 
parable  Navy  is  in  full  readiness  and  is  infallible:" 
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5,  5,  3  is  tie  ratio  in  figures  but  if  spirit  is 
added,  it  is  5,  5,  7.  Moreover,  half  of  the  British 
Navy  has  been  smashed  by  CERI'ANY.  For  the  Navy,  now 
is  the  best  time.  The  Chungking  Government's  umbili¬ 
cal  cord  is  joined  to  ENGLAND  and  AMERICA.  Unless  this 
cord  is  severed  soon,  the  JAP  AN -CHINA  Incident  v/ill  nev¬ 
er  be  permanently  settled.  The  total  settlement  of  the 
holy  war  is  the  present  war.  The  spirits  of  over  a  hun¬ 
dred  thousand  warriors  are  guarding  us.  The  mass  for 
the  dead  comrades  is  to  win  this  war. 

"V/hilst  showinr  our  heartfelt  thanks  to  the 
Navy,  who.,  conquering  thousands  of  miles  of  sea  and  re¬ 
moving  enemy  Interception,  arc  protecting  us  without 
sleep  and  rest,  we  must  fully  repay  them  for  their  trou¬ 
ble  with  good  war  results.  "re  arc  privileged  with  an 
important  and  honourable  mission  to  stand  as  represent¬ 
atives  of  the  Asiatic  race  and  to  reverse  the  history 
of  the  world,  succeeding  our  glorious  history  of  2,^00 
years  and  for  the  trust  and  reliance  in  us  of  His  Maj¬ 
esty  the  Emperor.  Eoth  rank  and  file  with  one  mind 
mu3t  exhibit  the  real  value  of  JAPAN'S  sons  at  the  ful1 - 
dress  display  watched  by  the  whole  world.  The  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  SNC'A  Restoration  to  free  ASIA  in  realiz¬ 
ation  of  the  Imperial  Will,  which  is  for  peace  in  the

General,  South  Seas  Detachment. 

"Instructions  given  to  the  officers,  men  and 
civilian  employees  under  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  and 
under  my  command,  on  the  occasion  of  the  formation  of 
the  South  Seas  Detachment  and  their  departure  for 


operations: 

"In  obedience  to  the  orders  of  His  Imperial 
Majesty,  1  now  takeecommand  of  your  honored  unit  as  an 
independent  force,  and  am  about  to  undertake  a  vital 
duty.  I  cannot  repress  my  deep  emotion,  and  I  feel 

keenly  the  gravity  of  my  responsibility. 

"I  am  convinced  that  the  world  situation  sur¬ 
rounding  EAST  ASIA  faces  on  unprecedented  crisis,  and 
the  fate  of  the  Empire  hangs  in  the  balance.  I  be¬ 
lieve  that  all  of  you,  habitually  bearing  in  mind  the 
Imperial  Edicts,  have  obeyed  the  orders  of  your 


superiors,  and  have  striven  with  all  your  might; 
however,  at  this  time  when  your  unit  has  been  newly 
organized  and  is  about  to  take  the  field  you  are  to 
stress  to  yourselves  these  three  great  principles 
with  fullest  courage :- 

"The  strict  observance  of  military  discipline; 
the  strengthening  of  esprit  de  corps;  and  the  de¬ 
termination  to  fight  to  the  death  for  certain  victory. 
Whether  you  be  under  the  higher  commands  or  under  the 
command  of  subordinate  officers,  whether  you  be  of¬ 
ficers  or  militarized  civilian  person;  el,  true  to  the 
spirit  of  loyalty,  you  are  to  have  faith  in  and 
assist  the  combined  action  of  the  land  and  sea  forces 
working  together  as  one  body;  thus  you  shall  do  your 
utmost  to  utilize  the  results  of  your  training  to 
display  the  combined  fighting  strength  of  the  detach¬ 
ment. 

"You  will  take  care  of  yourselves,  bear  in  mind 
my  Y/ishes,  and  upon  the  opening  of  hostilities  deter¬ 
mine  to  exalt  still  more  the  true  worth  of  the  de¬ 
tachment,  swiftly  bringing  the  Holy  War  to  a  suc¬ 
cessful  termination,  and  thereby  carrying  out  the 

Sacred  Imperial  Desire.

••The  purpose  of  the  forthcoming  campaign  is  to 
exalt  to  the  world  the  virtues  of  His  Imperial  Majesty 
the  Marshal  Commander-in-Chief,  and  to  complete  the 
establishment  of  the  Greater  Eest  Asia  Co-Prosperity 
Sphere.  Our  great  mission  is  to  shatter  at  one  stroke 
the  attempts  of  (blank,  blank,  blank,  blank,  blank)  to 
obstruct  the  disposal  of  the  CHINA  Affair,  and  the 
spreading  of  the  Imperial  Way  far  and  wide  in  these 
territories.  For  us,  the  Imperial  Forces,  it  would 
be  inexcusable  if,  through  a  chance  miscalculation  or 
negligence,  the  Holy  War  coased  to  be  truly  a  holy 
war,  and  the  glory  of  the  Imperial  Throne  wore  marred. 

"  Officers  end  men  shall,  needless  to  say,  bear 
in  mind  the  mission  of  the  Imperial  Forces,  and  while 
on  active  service  shall  regularly  recite  the  Imperial 
Rescript  issued  to  the  military.

THE  PRESIDENT:  This  excerpt  is  rdmitted  on 
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United  States. 

"The  Jfcriana  archipelago  starts  close  to 
the  southern  end  of  the  Bonin  Islands,  stretching 
toward  the  equator,  rnd  the  Marshall  and  Caroline 
groups  extend  to  the  east  and  west  along  the  equator, 
forming  an  inverted  letter  ' T *  with  the  Marianas. 

About  740  miles  south  of  the  Bonin  Islands  lies 
Saipan,  the  largest  of  the  Marianas,  and  about  180 
miles  farther  south  is  Truk,  one  of  the  largest  of 
the  Carolines,  which  narking  the  crossing  point  of 
the  irverted  ' T  * ,  is  the  center  of  the  mandated 
territory.  The  line  o?  148°  east  longitude  divides 
the  Carolines  into  the  ^est  Carolines,  with  Palau 
and  Yap ,  and  the  East  Carolines,  with  Truk  and  Ponape. 
Because  of  the  distances  betveen  the  islands  and  the 
extensive  area  covered  by  them,  communications  are 
difficult.  The  fact  that  each  proup  of  isles  uses 
different  words  peculiar  to  itself  sufficiently  dem¬ 
onstrates  the  degree  to  ,,:hich  they  are  separated. 

Mr.  President,  I  have  here  copies  of  a  map 
prepared  and  issued  by  the  American  Army  Map  Service. 
The  map  shows  the  mandated  islands  of  Japan  and  their 
*  situation  v-ith  respect  to  other  countries.  I  have 
been  able  to  obtain  a  copy  for  each  Member  of  the 
Tribunal  and  also  four  copies  for  the  defense.  It 


-tray-not-  been  reproduced  or -translated  ln^ccordance— 
v;ith  the  Tribunal's  rules,  and  I  am  therefore  unable 
to  offer  it  in  evidence.  I  respectfully  suggest, 
however ,  that  it  would  be  helpful  to  the  Members  of 
tte  Tribunal  to  be  able  to  refer  to  the  map  and  that 
no  prejudice  would  be  caused  the  defense.  I  under¬ 
stand  that  the  defense  has  no  objection  to  this 
course.

"A  permanent  Commission  shall  be  constituted 
to  receive  and  examine  the  annual  reports  of  the 
Mandatories  and  to  advise  the  Council  on  all  matters 
relating  to  the  observance  of  the  mandates." 


In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article 
22  of  the  Covenant  Japan  was,  on  the  17th  December 
1920,  granted  a  mandate  to  administer  the  groups 
of  Islands  mentioned.  The  provisions  of  the  Mandate 
are  set  out  in  full  in  the  Treaty  made  on  the  11th 
February  1922  between  the  United  States  and  Japan 
which  has  been  produced  in  evidence  as  Court  exhibit 
No.  29.  It  is  not  proposed  unless  the  Tribunal  directs 
otherwise  to  prove  the  Mandate  as  a  separate  document. 

It  is,  I  apprehend,  unnecessary  to  refer 
to  all  the  provisions  of  the  Mandate  and  I  will  read 
only  Article  4,  which  is  a3  follows: 

"The  Military  training  of  the  natives, 
otherwise  than  for  purposes  of  internal  police  and 
the  local  defence  of  the  territory,  shall  be  prohibited 
Furthermore  no  military  or  naval  bases  shall  be 
established  or  fortifications  erected  in  the  territory.' 

I  will  now  read  short  extracts  from  the 
Treaty  made  on  the  11th  February  1922  between  the 
United  States  and  Japan  (Court  exhibit  No.  29)  under

It  is  now  proposed  to  produce  twenty-f ive 
documents  being  the  original  depositions  of  25  residents 
of  the  Mandated  Islands.

By  an  Order  made  by 
the  Tribunal  on  the  5th  July  (Paper  No.  2 75)  compliance 
with  Buie  6(b)(1)  of  the  Tribunal's  Rules  of  Procedure 
was  dispensed  with  on  certain  terms.  It  should  be 
mentioned  that  we  have  gone  further  than  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Tribunal's  Order  and  have  served  the 
defendants  v/ith  full  English  copies  of  the  depostions. 
The  prosecution,  however,  rely  only  on  those  parts 
of  the  depositions  which  will  be  read  to  the  Tribunal 
and  which  are  marked  on  the  originals  and  English 
copies.  The  full  depositions  have  not  been  translated 
into  Japanese,  onlv  the  excerpts.

K.  K.  I  observed  various  military  installa¬ 
tions  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Aslito  field  on  which 
construction  was  commenced  in  1933*  Two  years  before 
the  outbreak  of  the  war,  the  Japanese  military  built 
a  series  of  concrete  trenches  and  shelters  around  the 
Aslito  Air  Field,  which  were  designated  to  serve  as 
means  of  protection  in  case  of  air  raids.  In  1940,  I 
happened  to  see  some  Japanese  Navy  Men  storing  a  huge 
amount  of  ammunition  in  some  warehouses  in  Aslito  Air 
Field.  Theso  warehouses  were  situated  in  a  forested 
section  and  were  camouflaged  to  look  like  trees.  They 
were  coastal  guns  located  on  AGINGAN  Point  and  NAFUTAN 
Point.  I  heard  after  from  KKK  officials  that  there 
was  an  anti-submarine  net  in  Tanapag  Harber  placed 
there  just  before  December  1941."

In 
19*0  they  took  my  motor  boat  and  sampan  to  use  for 
transporting  materials  from  mainland  to  the  snail 
islands  -round  Ponape  for  installation;  I  returned 
again  to  Saipan  early  in  1940  and  on  May  the  same  year 
I  found  my  job  at  the  seaplane  base,  using  n  bull  cart, 
as  a  material  transporter  from  the  Navy  Ware  Houses  to 
the  contractors  that  working  at  the  Seaplane  B-se.  I

The  first  reading  shall  be  held  immediately 
and  omitting  the  recitation  of  the  bill  we  shall 
have  the  investigation  report. 

"Keporter  (MURAKAMI) : 

Upon  investigating  this  bill  prudently,  we  find 
that  the  South  Seas  Government,  in  conformity  with  a 
fixed  plan  covering  several  years,  is  executing 
various  measures  concerning  the  expansion  of  coloniza¬ 
tion,  promotion  of  industries  and  good  organization  of 
communications  for  the  purpose  of  developing  the 
South  Sea  Archipelagoes  that  are  under  its  jurisdic¬ 
tion.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  South  Sea 
Archipelagoes  have  come  to  hold  an  important  position 


at  this  time  in  the  national  defense  of  the  Empire 
in  the  light  of  the  recent  international  situation, 
and  because  there  are  many  installations  concerned 
with  the  nevigation  routes,  harbours,  roads,  aviation 
and  communications  of  the  said  archipelagoes,  which 
will  require  a  special  consideration  of  the

respondence  affairs,  may  be  appointed  after  being 
selected  by  the  Higher  Civil  Service  Examination  Com¬ 
mittee  from  among  those  who  are  well  versed  in  the 
affairs  of  the  South  Seas  and  who  possess  the  nec¬ 
essary  knowledge  anc'  experience  for  the  duty  thereof. 
And  in  appointing  the  naval  officers  in  active  ser¬ 
vice  as  administi  ative  officers  in  the  South  Seas 


Government  in  accordance  with  this  provision,  a  special 


rule  will  be  established  through  the  Imperial 
Ordinance  concerning  this  bill  in  order  to  prevent 
them  from  being  subjected  to  the  restriction  of 
rank  of  senior  civil  officials  and  be  lowered  in  their 
official  ranks.  The  rule  will  provide  that  in  case 
of  appointing  a  higher  official  on  duty  for  the 
administrative  office  of  the  South  Seas  Government 
in  accordance  with  the  aforementioned  rule  of  appoint¬ 
ment,  his  rank  will  be  made  an  exception  in  accordance 
with  the  Senior  Civil  Service  Official  Transfer  Rule. 
That  is,  if  a  captain  in  the  Kavy,  ho  may  be  immediate 
appointed  as  the  administrative  official  of  the  South 
Seas  Government  with  the  3rd  rank  of  the  higher  civil 
service.  Hov/ever,  in  case  the  person  who  is  appointed 
as  above  later  becomes  a  high  official  in  another 
capacity,  it  is  natural  that  he  becomes  a  subject  to 
the  restriction  on  official  ranks  fixed  by  Imperial 
Ordinance  ifo.  285  of  the  36th  year  of  heiji  (1903) > 
and,  therefore,  we  vrish  to  stipulate  in  the  ordinance 
concerning  this  bill  that  he  be  regarded  os  the 
Special  Civil  Official  mentioned  in  the  said  Imperial 
Ordinance,  and  thereby  make  the  above  ordinance  ap¬ 
plicable  to  him. 

•■The  point  is  that  this  bill,  because  of  special 
necessity,  chiefly  aims  to  set  a  rule  of  special

Japanese  naval  opposition  to  ratification  of  the 
London  Naval  Limitation  Treaty  of  1930.

The  Premier  answered  that  he  had  Just  replied 
thpt  it  v/as  unnecessary  to  discuss  in  the  Diet  the 
details  of  the  negotiations  between  the  military 
administration  organization  and  the  military  command 
organization;  and  that  as  the  Navy  General  Staff  was 
not  responsible  to  the  outside,  the  Government  would 
be  responsible.  The  sal’  Councillor  again  asked  on 
v»hat  grounds  the  Premier  had,  regardless  of  the 
objection  of  the  military,  decided  that  the  military 
strength  decided  upon  by  the  Treaty  was  sufficient 
for  our  national  defense;  and  what  he  meant  when  he 
said  that  the  strength  decided  upon  by  the  present 
agrernent  was  only  a  part  of  our  country's  military 
strength.  The  said  Councillor  continued  to  ask  about 
the  authority  possessed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Navy 
General  Staff;  and  how  the  Premier  could  say,  with 
a  military  strength  of  which  the  Chief  of  the  Navy 
General  Staff  did  not  apnrove,  that  our  national 
defense  was  secure.  The  Premier  replied  to  each  of 
these  questions." 

Now,  at  page  17 *  the  middle  paragraph: 

"After  this  the  same  Councillor  (KA7AI) 
pointed  out  that  the  Premier's  explanation  in  the 
Privy  Council  was  quite  different  from  that  which  he 
had  made  in  the  Diet  where  he  had  stated  that  the _ 


Government  held  the  right  to  decide  military 
strength.  The  Premier  answered  that  he  had  not 
stated  that  the  Government  held  the  right  of  decision, 
but  he  had  only  said  that  the  matter  of  concluding 
treaties  should  be  decided  by  the  Cabinet.  He  answered 
also  that  he  could  not  state  the  scope  and  extent  to 
which  he  took  the  military's  opinion  into  considera¬ 
tion,  as  this  was  a  confidential  matter,  "’hereupon, 
the  same  Councillor  asked  how  the  Premier  could  explain 
that  agreement  had  been  reached  when  the  matter  re¬ 
quired  agreement  by  the  military.  The  Premier  ex¬ 
plained  that  it  res  because  he  had  thought  that  the 
military  had  had  no  objection  after  all.” 

I  shall  next  read  from  page  20,  the  bottom 
paragraph,  and  continuing  with  the  top  paragraph  on 
page  21: 

"Then  Councillor  KA”’AI  asked  to  be  allowed 
to  speak,  stating  that  he  desired  to  bring  the  ques¬ 
tions  he  had  been  asking  for  some  time  now  to  a  con¬ 
clusion,  but  as  the  Chairman  said  that  there  \ould  e 
a  further  chance  of  reviewing  the  questions  some 
other  day,  the  said  Councillor  stated  that  it  was 
simply  beyond  his  comprehension  that  the  Navy  Minister 
should  say  in  his  reply  in  the  House  of  Peers  that  the 
age  when  the  strength  of  force  determines  all  had 
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already  passed,  and  advocate  that  the  most  important 
point  as  regards  armaments  lay  in  keening  them  in  a 
perfect  state  at  all  times.  He  argued  that  Japan's 
armaments  should  be  based  upon  the  possibility  of 
a  crisis  in  the  peace  of  the  Orient  with  America  or 
other  Third  Powers  Intervening  in  Sino-Japanese 
relations  over  rights  and  interests  in  Manchuria  and 
Mongolia,  and  demanded  to  knov  the  f-overnment ' s  opinion 
on  the  matter. 

"To  this,  the  Premier  replied  that  it  was  a 

fact  that  the  ratio  of  strengths,  vis-a-vis  America, 

provided  in  this  treaty  would  become  more  unfavorable 

for  Japan  the  nearer  we  got  to  1936,  and  therefore  it 

would  be  quite  natural  that  ho  /Councillor  KA'?AI/ 

shoulu  worry  about  Japan's  national  defense,  provided

that  it  was  interpreted  in  a  narrow  sense,  but,  the 
Premier  continued,  he  believed  that  friendly  relations 
with  other  Fowers,  financial  adjustments  and  other  such 
matters  were  likewise  the  essentials  of  national  de¬ 
fense./  Therefore,  although  he  too  was  dissatisfied 
with  sore  phases  of  the  national  defense  he  was  deter¬

would  be  of  old  age,  as  pointed  out  by  the  Councillor, 
and  no  one  could  say  that  no  trouble  would  occur  then, 
it  was  not  true  that  6-inch  gun  cruisers  could  not 
necessarily  stand  up  against  8-inch  gun  cruisers.

Stating  that  as  long  as  Japan  possessed  sub¬ 
marines,  there  was  nothing  to  be  afraid  of  from  the 
United  States,  that  world  peace  and  international 
faith  were  merely  outward  courtesies,  and  that  peace 
res  untenable  without  repletion  of  military  strength, 
he  discussed  the  indispensability  of  submarines."

"No.  4  (HAMAGUChl ) :  As  regards  the  London 

Treaty*  there  had  been,  prior  to  its  being  referred 
to  the  Privy  Council  for  deliberation,  various 
rumors  in  public  about  the  influence  it  will  have 
uoon  the  political  world,  and  some  mischievous 
elements,  in  line  with  these  rumors,  had  been  spreading 
a  number  of  wild  tales.

The  treaty  wa3  referred  to 
the  Privy  Council  for  deliberation  on  July  24,  and 
after  preliminary  investigations  by  the  Secretariat 
of  the  Council,  it  was  brought  before  the  Investigation  j 
Committee  which  convened  for  the  first  time  on 
August  18.  Since  then  more  than  fifty  days  had  passed 
till  September  17,  'and  the  meeting  of  the  Committee 
had  been  held  twelve  times  during  that  period. 

Meanwhile,  the  newspapers  in  Tokyo,  not  being  informed 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Investigation  Committee 
which  had  been  kept  secret,  indulged  in  conjectures 


and  published  a  number  of  articles.  Readers,  ignorant 
of  the  circumstances,  would  either  harbor  suspicions 
about  the  destiny  of  the  treaty,  or  would  be  sceotical 
about  a  probable  discord  between  the  Privy  Council 
and  the  Government.

proDaganda.  The  problem  of  the  financial  world  in 
particular,  is  what  the  Government  cannot  help  but 
be  mostly  concerned  about,"
